CUBA. 

Smallpox and yellow fever in Cuban seaports. 

March 9 : The United States consul at Cardenas reports that during 
the week ended March 5, there was in that city no death from yellow 
fever and no death from smallpox. 

March 7 : The United States consul at Cienfuegos reports that during 
the week ended March 6, there were in that city no deaths from yel- 
low fever and 7 deaths from smallpox. 

March 4 : The United States consul at Matanzas reports that during 
the week ended March 2 there were in that city no deaths from small 
pox and no deaths from yellow fever. 

March 7 : The United States consul at Sagua la Grande reports that 
during the week ended March 5 there were in that city 124 cases- 
of smallpox and 5 deaths therefrom, and several cases of yellow fever r 
concerning which it is impossible to obtain correct statistics. 

March 5 : The United States consul at Santiago reports that during 
the two weeks ended March 5 there was in that city no death from 
yellow fever and no deaths from smallpox.
